Often, what is exhibited isn’t 
very accessible to the average person. 

They cannot understand why a big red dot or broad

It’s time to 
start changing that, and 
you can do so by going to 
see Gordon Harper’s paint¬ 
ing exhibition Temporary 
City at the Peter 
Robertson Gallery. 

Harper’s work is quite 
accessible and is very like¬ 
ly to resonate with you. He 
has chosen to paint the or¬ 
dinary and turn it into 
something extraordinary. 
That is what a good artist 
does. 

His paintings of 
abandoned homes in the 
city give them a mystery

The odds are pretty good that you will find a paint¬ 
ing of a house that you have passed by on the bus or in 
your car. 

If you come up 105th Street on the way to work, you 
will immediately recognize Harper’s painting of two 
houses that have been demolished to make way for a 
new development. 

If you live in Belgravia, you will probably recognize 
houses that were razed to make way for the LRT exten¬ 
sion. And if you live in the Northeast you will see some 
very familiar properties. 

If you don’t want to take the chance that you are go¬ 
ing to see something that will not interest you, go to 
probertsongallery.com and take a look at some of his 
work online. 

But don’t be fooled into thinking that you have ac¬ 
tually seen his paintings. 1 think you would be 
surprised at just how moving the real paintings actual¬ 
ly are. 

Harper’s show runs from Sept. 22-Oct. 11, with the 
opening reception on Thursday, Sept. 22 from 7 p.m.- 
9 p.m. 

The gallery is at 12304 Jasper Ave.

Recovered 
message in a 
bottle a ‘miracle’ 

A Japanese teenager expressed her 
gratitude yesterday after a U.S. sailor 
in Hawaii found a bottle she had 
tossed into the sea off Japan’s 
southern coast as a child. 

Said Arikawa, 17, said she had 
almost forgotten about the bottle and 
initially couldn’t believe it was found 
after five years. 

She said “it’s a miracle” the bottle 
was found. “It’s incredible,” she said. 


The clear glass bottle was found 
Thursday by Navy Petty Officer Jon 
Moore during a beach cleanup at the 
Pacific Missile Range Facility on Kauai 
island. 

The bottle contained four origami 
cranes — S 3 mibols of peace in Japan — 
as well as a photo of Arikawa’s 
elementaiy school class and a note 
dated March 25, 2006, and signed by 
Arikawa sa 5 dng she wanted it to be “a 
graduation memoiy.”

Trash talk has helped 
Matthew Levesque fashion 
an inventive career in gar¬ 
den design. 

He holds “creative 
reuse” workshops, and his 
“yardscaping” creations 
made from locally avail¬ 
able items have become 
austerity-chic collectibles. 

“Tm trying to get peo¬ 
ple thinking about alterna¬ 
tive sources for their 
materials,” said Levesque, 
author of The Revolution¬ 
ary Yardscape. “Lots of 
landscape people are be¬ 
ginning to pay attention.” 

A slumping economy is 
forcing consumers to be as 
imaginative about finding 
landscaping supplies as 
they are about using them. 
Levesque is a master at 
crafting yard decor from 


cast-off materials that oth¬ 
erwise would stuff landfills 
or litter vacant lots. He 
turns toolboxes into 
planters, and makes walk¬ 
ways from tumbled, recy¬ 
cled glass. He uses doors 
for fences and links small 
ceramic tubes into rain 
chains, a substitute for 
downspouts. 

“It’s the art of using 
what we’ve got,” said 
Levesque, who also oper¬ 
ates what he describes as a 
“thrift store for house 
parts” in San Francisco. “1 
use my garden as a test 
kitchen, trying things out 
to see if they work.” 

Ignore the cookie-cutter 
garden furnishings sold at 
big box stores and nurs¬ 
eries, Levesque said. In¬ 
stead, reclaim building 




and sides? Through reuse, 
a great many things can fit 
that description,” he said. 

Where should you look 
for reclaimable building 
supplies? Salvage yards are 
great spots to start, 
Levesque said. 

“They generally offer 
goods at reasonable prices, 
and often the proceeds go 
to an affiliated non-profit 
endeavour,” he said. “This 
is a quick place to find 
beautiful old windows, 
doors, racks of sheet metal 
and other useful stuff.”

Half of the ingre¬ 
dients are ethyl 


methacrylate (48 per 
cent), hydroquinone (one 
per cent) and P-methy- 
oxyphenol (one per cent). 

The other 50 per cent 
of the ingredients are 
called “Confidential In¬ 
gredient A”, registered as 
a trade secret. Ethyl 
methacrylate is a base 
material for coatings and 
adhesives. 


It’s used in a host of 
things, from resins to pa¬ 
per finishing to dental 
products. 

1 can’t speak to its safe¬ 
ty, and the trade secret 
ingredient is a huge 
stumper. 

You don’t need to be 
related to a dental assis¬ 
tant to find out about the 
products used in your 


mouth. 

Ask your dentist to 
find out more about the 
product and get contact 
information for the com¬ 
pany.

Brady runs wild in Week 2

Big-yardage games are be¬ 
coming routine for Tom 
Brady.

Brady threw for 423 
yards yesterday — six days 
after setting a single-game 
team record of 517 — and 
led the New England Patri¬ 
ots to a 35-21 win over the 
San Diego Chargers.
